REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. While 
Lanctot et al. (US Patent Application Publication, US 2003/0125258, published Jul. 3, 
2003) teach the secreted human and mouse BP-1 proteins which are identical to 
Applicants' SEQ ID NO: 2 or 4, respectively (See SCORE, 2007081 7_1 51 735_us- 10- 
561 -144-2. rag and 2007081 7_1 51 735_us- 1 0-561 -144-4.rag), the Examiner has found 
no teaching or suggestion in the prior art directed to a screening method for a

therapeutic substance for a disease associated with abnormal differentiation of skeletal 
muscle cell and/or metabolic abnormality, which comprises 1) bringing a protein, or a 
salt thereof, comprising the amino acid sequence starting at amino acid No.1 in the 
amino acid sequence shown by SEQ ID NO: 2 or 4 into contact with its receptor in the 
presence or absence of a test substance, and 2) selecting the test substance that 
changes the ability of said protein or salt thereof to bind to said receptor as a candidate 
for a therapeutic substance for a disease associated with abnormal differentiation of 
skeletal muscle cell and/or metabolic abnormality and 3) confirming that the test 
substance does change the ability of the protein to bind to its receptor by 
demonstrating that sugar uptake or glycogen synthesis is suppressed in skeletal 
muscle cells (emphasis added). Therefore, the claimed invention is novel and 
unobvious over the prior art of record.
